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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in order to overcome the 103(a) rejection of 
Claim 7, evidence is required to establish common ownership. The assertion that Koga et al. and the present application are commonly 
assigned is insufficient, because "common ownership must be shown to exist at the time the later invention was made" [MPEP 
706.02(l)(2)(ll)].
